DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to amendments filed on September 28, 2009. 



Drawings 

The drawings were received on September 28, 2009. These drawings are 
accepted. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4 and 6 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The primary reason for allowance of the claims is the inclusion of limitations 
drawn to the 1 :200 ratio of a maximum half diameter reduction of the first centering 
cone with respect to the diameter of the piston and the 1 :6.6 ratio of the axial length of 
the first centering cone to the length of the piston. Applicant's arguments filed 
September 29, 2009 were persuasive in discussing the necessity of these approximate 
ratios for the centering effect of the centering cone within the claimed piston and pump 
cylinder. In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to have modified a 
beveled piston with an end cap, as taught by Abe et al. and Olav et al. in combination 
and as applied in the prior rejection, to fit the dimensions claimed.
